The 
objections raised in respect to claims 1-26, therefore, also apply, mutatis mutandis, to the 
corresponding claims 27-52. 

5. The attention of the applicant is drawn to the fact that documents D2 and D3 cited in the 
international search report are regarded as very relevant state of the art in the sens of 
Article 33(2) and/or Article 33(3) PCT (D2 for claims 1 ,6,1 0-27,32,37-52 and D3 for claims 
1,6,10,15,27,32,37).
